NEW LONDON, CONH., Jnne 27.—Yale 


won the great varsity boat race with 
Harvard this afternoon, by less than 
one boat's length, in the last hundred 
yards of the four mile course. 
The 


time was: Yale 23m. 37s., Harvard 23m. 
45s. It was one of the most beautiful 
races between the two colleges ever 
seen on the river. From tbe echo of 
the starter's pistol nntil the crews came 
into the shadow of tho drawbridge at 
the finish, it was anybody's race. Bar 
vard had tbe best of the start and was 
ahead for tbe first mile. 
Then Yale 


went to the front. 
Harvard spurted 


and at the three mile mark it looked as 
if she would be victorious. The criru 
son crew could not stand the awful 
pace, however, and the Yale shell come 
up alongside. Then the race was an 
absolutely even thing up to the last 
quarter mile mark, when Yale hit up 
the stroke, and one hundred yards from 
the finish the nose of the Yale boat was 
poked to the front. Tbe Harvard crew 
were unable to respond to the appeals 
of their coxswain, aud the blue was a 
winner. Goodell, the bow oar of the 
Harvard shell, collapsed at tbe finish.

or, they must needs be stone cold or 
they will get sopryand smelly. 


Always .set away cooked things in un- 


covered dishes. \Vire gauze dish covers 
will keep out dust and admit of ventila- 
tion. They arc, however, too costly for 
many purses. 
A good substitute is a 


hoop or oval of stout wire, with either 
cheesecloth or mosquito net sewed firmly 
over it. Make the hoops of sizes to fit all 
sorts of dishes, or, rather, of sizes to 
stand an inch beyond the edges they must 
cover.

But since they travel al- 
ways by definite road? it is well to find 
the path and block it by a smear of c<ml 
or pine tar, applied, if possible, outside 
of the pantry.

afr closet until wanted. 
Cooked meats 


and «alt ones cau stay there the year 
round. It is the place for such things ns 
cheese, nut's, raisins, dates and olives.

"Subsequently, iu the autumn of 1S09. 


I was appointed by the national en- 
campment at Philadelphia one of tlie 
pension committee, with instructions to 
investigate the action of the pension 
office. I have reached the conclusion, 
in common with my colleagues of the 
committee, that tbc rcnppointment of 
Commissioner Evans would not be ex- 
pedient. 


Jfot Fair, the General Says. 


"Commissioner Evans has unfortu- 


nately so administered the duties of his 
office as to create a general impression 
among those who have occasion to 
transact business with it that lie is 
not fair: that he is too technical in the 
construction of the statute^; that he is 
unreasonable and ovcrfastidious in his 
demands for testimony; that he treats 
every applicant for a pension with sus- 
picion: that he affords uo facilities to 
soldiers or soldiers' widows TO over- 
come technical requirements: that he 
maintains a large corps of spies who 
go about tho country to see if they 
can't find excuses to reduce allowances 
to pensioners or to stop them altogeth- 
er, aud that 1lie espionage exercised 
over the widows of veterans is most 
offensive nnd unwarranted." 


General Pickles also showed copies 


of letters from Mr. Evans to himself, 
in which the commissioner indicated 
that the complaints against him came 
from pension agents. "They have been 
in the habit." said he, "of either run- 
ning Hie bureau or ruining the commis- 
sioner. They may do the latter with 
me. but still I have my conscience to 
deal with in the future."

Thc'«e houses were formerly of stone, 


but since the grent earthquake of 1SSO 
only wood has been permitted in the sec- 
ond stories. These are iitted with sliding 
windows nil around, to permit the freest 
entrance of air.

keep out the hot glow of the sunlight, 
glass is replaced in the windows by trans- 
lucent seashell-;. through which only a 
modicum of light can filter. 
Corrugated 


iron roofs are common, but they are very 
hot. To obviate this many roofs are cov- 
ered with a thin layer of nipa palm 
thatching, which is cooler, though dan- 
gerous in case of fire. 


In the native Quarters of the city the 


houses are-much simpler in design, each 
being composed of a single story, lifted 
from five to ten feet into the air. The 
house is built upon four stout posts and 
put together without a nail or peg. the 
frame being of bamboo, tied together 
with rattan. Kipa palm leaves or woven 
bamboo strips form the sides, and the 
roof is thatched with nipa leaves or co- 
gou, a long grass. 


The floor is made of bamboo strips, 


with their rounded sides uppermost and 
tied together so as to leave wide cracks 
between. Swinging shades, which cnii be 
propped up during the day, serve for win- 
dows. A ladder takes the place of stairs. 
Ventilation is the important thing that is 
constantly sought. 


Often there is only a single room, 


which serves for cooking, eating and 
sleeping, the fire being made on a heap of 
earth in one corner, and, when in use, 
illing the hou«e with smoke. In the bet- 
er houses there nre two or more rooms. 
There is one great advantage in these 
.louses—in case an earthquake should 
shake them down or a typhoon topple 
hem over no one is likely to be burr. 
The materials nre too light to do any 
inrm. And they are so open to the air 
as to make them much cooler than close 
built dwellings.—Ledger Monthly.

'•But speaking of manias," said 40 


cbfe-rvaut citizen, "several years ago I 
had occasion to study tbe moot singu- 
lar case of dread tbat I ever MW in 
jay life, and it was the case, too, of a 
man whose personal history and whose 
greaf genius would be far more Inter- 
esting than this single peculiarity. But 
I shall refrain from any minute refer- 
ence to tbe man or to tbe part be play- 
ed In life. He Is a poet and Is known 
from one end of the country to the 
other for tbe brilliance of his verse. 
WLrrever there Is a gathering of Bo- 
hemians be is quoted quite as often aa 
Omar, and in fact some of bis lines are 
more popular in this country than any 
of tbe catchy bits of Bohemiauisot that 
are found in tbe Rubaiyat. 


"He used to come to my office very 


often, and there was a mutual friend 
who bad an office just under mine. My 
friend's office was in the basement, and 
there was a rather dark stairway tbat 
led down to It. As often as be would 
come to my office he would ask me to 
show bim tbe way to the office of my 
friend, and I would do so. I would go 
nearly to the top of the steps with him. 
He would pause, gaze down the long 
stairway as If half alarmed and then 
walk out tbe hallway to the street 
Tlie first time I paid no attention to the 
matter, as I thought lie had just 
changed bis mind or that be just want- 
ed to learn where the office was in 
order to call some other time. But my 
suspicion was aroused wben be kept 
on asking me where the office of our 
friend was, so I made up my mind to 
make a close study of the matter and 
waited probably a week before my 
friend, the poet, called again. "When 
be had concluded bis talk with me, he 
turned to me and asked tbat I show 
him the way to the office of our friend. 
I was glad to do It In order to observe 
more closely bis conduct. He went 
through the usual performance, falling 
to go down the stairway. 


"I went to a physician," the narratoi 


continued, "who made a specialty of 
peculiar things in a psychological way 
and told him how strangely the poet 
had acted. The last time I had gone to 
the stairway with bim he seemed to 
linger longer than usual, and bis face 
wore a frantic cast as be looked down 
tbe long, dark stairway. The physician 
immediately classified the mental de 
rangement and told me that he had 
never seen a case of it and would llkt 
to meet the poet in order to conduct 
an experiment. He said It was a feat 
of space and gave me the technical 
name for It, but this is unimportant. 
The physician told me that it was a 
rare mental disease and manifested It- 
self in different ways. But a general 
symptom was found in a fear of dark 
places. 


" 'The fact is/ the physician said, 


'that men afflicted in this way are 
afraid that they will be swallowed up 
by some great and bottomless chasm, 
and no doubt our poet friend believed 
that If he bad ventured down the dark 
stairway which led to the office of his 
friend be would have stepped off of th« 
earth, and, as he was not ready to quit 
the world, be did not go.' 


"After this tbe physician met the 


poet, and he told me of a number of in- 
teresting experiments he had made 
with him and said there was no ques 
tion about tbe correctness of his first 
diagnosis. It was a case of fear of 
space, and after tbe poet is gone, If the 
physician survives him, he will prob 
ably regale bis icientiflc brethren with 
a rather interesting record taken from 
tbe life of one of America's great 
poets."—New Orleans Times-Democrat.

The adjourned session of tbe May 


term of tho United States circuit conrt 
was opened in the Federal building in 
this city at 11 o'clock today, Jndge 
William L. Putnam of Portland presid 
ing. Other United States officials pres 
ent were United States District Attor 
ney Charles B. Hsmblett of Nashna, 
United States Marshal Eugene P. Nute 
of Farmington. Deputy United States- 
Marshal Frank E. Horner of Concord, 
Clerk of theC->nr!;BurnsP. Hodgman of 
Littleton and quite a number of attor- 
neys, including a notable list of lawyers 
engaged in the principal case coming 
before tha session. 


The only important case, to be heard 


before the court was that of the Percy 
Summer club against Jacob and Joseph 
Astle of Northumberland. 
Tbe record 


in this case was printed under the su- 
pervision of tho clerk. 
The case is one 


of vital interest so far as the public of 
New Hampshire is concerned. 


The Percy Summer dab 
contends 


that it is a corporation organized under 
the laws of New Jersey and that it owns 
in the town of Stark the Christine lake 
property, so-called, a Jake well known 
as good fishing ground. The complaint 
alleges that it derived its title through 
conveyances from direct grants from 
George the Third, King of Great Bnt- 
lan, mtide and delivered in 1773 and 
1771, while the province of New Hamp- 
shire was nnder the government of Eng- 
land, that the membeis of the club are 
entitled to the sole and ; exclusive right 
of fishing in the lake, "pursuant to tbe 
common law of England as it existed to 
at the time of the delivery of the char- 
ters under which the title wt.s obtained 


The club also maintains that the de

It will be remembered in connection 


with this litigation that the attorney 
general of the state has entered his ap- 
pearance to protect the state's interests 
and that the last legislature appropri 
ated money for the purpose of carrying 
on the litigation. 


Tho defendants claim that the lake is 


a public pond and that -they have the 
right to fish in it, inasmuch as the legis 
latare of the state passed an act in 1895 
allowing p^opla the right to fish at cer- 
toin hours tf tho day. This act of the 
legislature, it is claimed, was really 
compromise settlement growing ont of 
long protracted litigation m ihe past, 
and in fairness and right ought to be 
compiled with by the club. 
It is un- 


derstood that this pieserit litigation is 
brought to determine the cinstitotion- 
ahty of the act of the legislature. 


I be defendants tiled a motion to dis- 


miss the bill for lack of jurisdiction. 
Tho complainant filed a motion to strike 
ont the appearance of the attorney gen 
eral
